Those who have travelled In Brat part of 
Italy, know w'Cll the dangers to which they 
ar© exposed by the treachery of their guides 
the faithlessness of their drivers, and their 
neighborhood to those hands of marauders;

quent the murders that have desecrated 
those wild and beautiful regions of ancrent 
romance.
